CALL TO SURRENDER 


TOKYO, Tuesday.—A call to the 
British forces in Singapore to surrender 
was made in thousands of leaflets scat- 
tered over the island by Japanese air- 
craft this morning, states a Domei de- 
spatch. The leaflet, signed by C.-in-C. in 
Malaya, reads: “I advise the imme- 
diate surrender of the British forces in 
Singapore from the standpoint of 
‘bushido,’ or Japanese chivalry. 

“The Japanese Army and Navy 
forces have already conquered the 
Malayan peninsula, annihilated the 
British Fleet in the Far East, and 
acquired complete control of the sea 
and air in the Pacific and Indian 
Oceans, as well as in South-Western 
Asia. 

““In view of the fact that Singapore 
has been an important British base 
since the 18th century, as well as the 
melting pot of Eastern and Western 
civilisation, the Japanese forces desire 
to refrain from seeing the city reduced 
to ashes. 

“Japan has taken up arms in order 
to conquer injustice and to _ restore 
justice without the least intention of 
exploiting or invading foreign soil. 
The Japanese forces, fighting on the 
basis of this principle, will crush all 
enemies who oppose the Japanese 
action, but will extend a warm helping 
hand to civilians as well as those who 
surrender. I wish to take this occasion 
to urge the immediate surrender of 
you British officers and men, ‘whose 
wives and children must be anxiously 
waiting for the return home of their 
husbands and fathers, thereby saving 
also innocent and peace-loving civilians 
in Singapore from the disasters of war. 
I expect you officers and men of the 
British forces will accept my advice 
for peace from the standpoint of the 
traditional honour of the British 
Empire. Upon surrender you will be 
treated as soldiers and comrades in 
arms.” 

Japanese troops, thrusting forward 
from Tengah Aerodrome, which they 
claim to have cag¢ured yesterday, have 
reached the Singapore-Kranji road, 
south of Bukit-Panjang, says an un- 
confirmed Singapore message. Bukit 
Panjang is about eight miles from 
Singapore city as the bomber flies.— 
(Reuter. ) 

A later report received from the 
Domei Agency states that fighting is 
already in progress for the fortified 
positions directly north of Bukit 
Timah, which is only about five miles 
from the outskirts of Singapore city. 

Fresh Japanese forces, which have 
crossed the repaired causeway to enter 
the fight in a south-easterly direction, 
encountered British forces withdraw- 
ing from the direction of the Selftar 
Aerodrome, the Tokyo despatch adds. 
South of Mandai and east of Tengah 
Aerodrome the oil tanks are already 
partly ablaze, it is stated.— (Reuter. ) 


SINGAPORE FIRES 

SINGAPORE, Tuesday.—‘‘ We are 
all in the hands of God,” said the 
Governor, Sir Shenton Thomas, closing 
a meeting of the Straits Settlements 
Legislative Council last night. Civilians 
concentrated in the city area, on the 
southern tip of the island, did not 
need the Governor’s words to bring 
home to them the fact that they were 
not far behind the front. Throughout 
the night the sound of artillery 
rumbled’ in from the west. The 
northern sky was bright with the 
glow from oil tanks which have 
been burning for several days. 
The noise of battle was intensified after 
dawn by the drone of Japanese dive- 
bombers and the sharper cracks of our 
A.A. guns in the sector where British, 
Australian and Indian troops were 
fighting grimly to stem the advance oi 
Japanese troops, believed to have been 
reinforced during the night. More than 
once this morning residents heard the 
whine of machine-gun bullets as enemy 
planes flew low over the outskirts ot 
the city. The hery giow cf the night 
became this morning a ; all «t grey 
smoke, which hung low over the 
northern part of the island. Above the 
blanket of haze a darker smoke 
billowed upwards, forming a great black 
pillar, which dominated the scene over 
the embattled city.—(A.P.)

The enemy suffered 
heavy casualties, During the past 
twenty-tour hours our troops have shot 
down seven enemy ‘planes. This brings 
the total of hostile aircraft siiebtively 
confirmed as destroyed in the Philip- 
pines since the outbreak of war to 
163. Many others were hit and pro- 
bably destroyed, but their loss has 
not been definitely confirmed. 

“Siege fire directed against our forts 
from concealed enemy batteries on the 
Cavite shore continued. Our counter- 
battery fire met with some success.”

WASHINGTON, Tuesday.—Renewed 
attempts by the Japanese to land on 
the west coast of the Bataan Peninsula 
have been stopped by U.S. artillery, 
states a night communiqué, which 
reads :—Phillippine Theatre—‘‘On our 
left local counter-attacks by our troops 
cleared un remnants of Japanese units, 
which had previously filtered through 
our lines, Enemy attacks to relieve 
isolated detachments were repulsed, 
and renewed attempts at landing on 
the west coast were stonned by our 
artillery. On the right there were 
sharp patrol actions, while on the 
centre enemy pressure increased. Fort 
Driem was under enemy artillery fire for 
a brief period. Our counter batteries’ 
fire is believed to have been effective. 

‘‘ Enemy reinforcements which have 
been particularly heavy in the last few 
days are making their presence in the 
Bataan Peninsula increasingly evi- 
dent.’’—(Reuter.)

SOVIET ADVANCES 
ON ALL FRONTS 


BIG BATTLE NEAR 
KHARKOV 


-“ 


G INCE last Saturday the num- 

ber of villages captured on 
the various fronts total 6], 
according to Soviet com- 
muniqués and news reports. Of 
these 25 were taken in one day's 
operations in one central front 
sector, where a Guatds unit dis- 
tinguished itself, and the Soviet 
line was pushed forward six 
miles, says a Reuter telegram 
from Moscow. 


On the North-western front nine 
villages have been taken. The entire 
German garrison at one point was, it is 
stated, wiped out. Outflanked, the 
garrison tried to hold up the Soviet 
support troops by heavy fire, but a 
Soviet rifle unit succeeded in coming to 
close grips with them. The Germans 
began to supply the beleaguered troops 
from the air, but this did not prevent 
a Soviet victery and the capture of five 
heavy guns. 

On the Kalinin front, north-west of 
Moscow, the chief operations reported 
by Hed Star concern the liquidation 
of various surrounded points. F ighting 
was specially severe near one suc 
point, where the Germans tried to stave 
off defeat by using new reserves. A 
German ski battalion seeking to break 
through to the surrounded troops was 
cut up by the Russians, who killed 
half of them, the rest scattering to 
nearby woods. 

There is little news from the South- 
western and Southern fronts beyond the 
fact that the Soviet advance continues. 
Fighting was particularly severe in one 
south-western sector, where Soviet 
forces wedged themselves into the 
German dispositions and successfully 
held off counter-attacks.

etween Novemver 29 and February 
The Red Army has liberated over 80 
Séviet towns and over 4,800 villages, 
says M. Yaroslavsky, Soviet publicist, 
in Pravda. ‘‘The Germans have been 
completely ousted from the Moscow- 
Ryazantula region and most of the 
Kalinin region.” 

M. Yaroslavsky continues :—‘‘ A con- 
siderable part of the Leningrad region 
had been liberated, and the liberation 
of the Smolensk region and the 
Ukraine has begun.”’ 

“However great may be the ‘sacri- 
fices of the Soviet Army,” he says; 
“however. difficult the struggle, and 
however many more stern battles are 
ahead—and there will be such—the 
Red Army will be victorious in this 
great war for the fatherland. 


FOUR-DAY BATTLE 


NEAR KHARKOV 


BERLIN, ‘Tuesday.—A four-day 
battle east of Kharkov, great indus- 
trial city in the Ukraine, was de- 
scribed by the German News Agency. 

“For four days six Soviet rifle 
regiments stormed the positions held 
by a German infantry regiment in the 
region east of Kharkov,” the Agency 
says. ‘‘ Despite strong artillery sup- 
port, the Soviet troops did not succeed 
in dislodging the German infantry, 
though the attacks were carried out 
in icy cold and snowstorms. Most 
of the attacks were beaten off before 
the German positions by artillery fire. 

“Where the enemy succeeded in 
temporarily piercing the German pos!- 
tions they were driven out again in 
bitter hand-to-hand fighting. 135 of 
the enemy were taken prisoner, and 
more than 4,000 killed.’’—(Reuter.)

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TRAWLERS BRING DOWN 
TWO BOMBERS 


NO SURVIVORS OF EITHER 
CREW 


“Six mine sweeping trawlers return- 
ing to their base from a spell at sea 
the other day, shared in the destruc- 
tion of an enemy bomber,” states the 
British Admiralty. 

“They were : HLM. trawlers British 
(Lieut. I. Evans); Withernsea (Sxip- 
per A. Garforth); Chalcedony (Lieut. 
G. O. Macdonald); Gregory (Skipper 
J. A, Whitelaw): Tervani (Skipper- 
Lieut’ D. M. Mein, D.S.C.), and 
Arnold Bennett (Skipper W. J. H. 
Smith,) all R.N.R. 

“The bomber approached them as 
though to attack, but met with such a 
hot fire from all six that it sheered off, 
but not before it had been hit A few 
moments later it came within range of 
yet another trawler, the Monimia 
(Lieut. H. G. Attenborought, 
R.N.V.R.), which had time to fire 
only one shell, but this was seen to 
burst very close, if, in fact, it did 
not hit. 

‘‘ Almost immediately a Royal Air 
Force fighter engaged the raider, Two 
men baled out, and a few moments 
later the bomber crashed into the sea. 
The Monimia went towards the crash, 
but was only able to pick up the dead 
body of a German airman. 

Another German bomber was seen to 
crash into the sea a few hours earlier 
by H. M. trawler Fyldea (Lieut.-Com- 
mander R. Frederick, R.N.). It was 
snowing, and visibility was very low 
when the aircraft appeared at a low 
height. As the guns’ crews of the trawlers 
swung their guns on to the enemy, the 
pilot tried to take avoiding action. He 
lost control, and the bomber crashed. 
Again the British ship went towards 
the scene, but again the only salvage 
was a German’s body.”

VISIT TO CONGRESS PARTY 
LEADER 


NEW DELHI, Tuesday—Generalissimo 
Chiang Kai-Shek travelled from Chung- 
to India in company with Sir 
the former 
British Ambassador at the Chinese 
capital. He met Pandit Jawaharlal 
Nehru, former President of Congress, in 
a Viceregal bungalow, and at the end 
of 14 hours Mr. Nehru said that he 
expected to meet Marshal Chiang Kai- 
Shek again to-morrow. 

Questioned regarding a possible 
meeting between Gandhi and the 
Generalissimo, he said: ‘‘If they like 
they will certainly meet.” Immediately 
after his meeting Mr. Nehru saw Abul 
Kalam Azad, President of Congress. 

There is speculation whether the 
Generalissimo may be able to act as 
a mediator between the British Govern- 
ment and the All India Congress Party, 
and great things are expected from 
the meeting with Pandit Nehru, which, 
in its own way, is regarded as 
significant as the Churchill-Roosevelt 
Atlantic meeting. Because Marshal 
Chiang has never left Chinese soil since 
the outbreak of the Chinese war it is 
thought that some major development 
lies behind his visit at this time.— 
(Associated Press.) 


SEVEN KILLED IN ‘PLANE 
CRASH 


Seven people, including the pilot, 
were killed when a British “plane 
crashed on a building in the London 
area last night. Six others injured are 
in hospital.

“So long as war conditions 
remain,” Mr. .Cosgrave said, “ and 
they will not disappear with the 
cessation of hostilities, we shall 
be compelled to raise more of our 
own requirements—feeding-stuffs for our 
people and for our animals. Famine, 
want, and disease are now prevalent on 
the Continent, but there is yet time to 
provide for this country’s needs so that 
they may not be felt in our land.”’ 

aving regard to the extended acre- 
age of tillage, and making allowance for 
the fall in production due to in- 
sufficient and less potent fertilisers, Mr. 
Cosgrave shakes, we have reasonable 
expectations of a fairly plentiful supply 
of essential foods, granted even a 
moderate harvest.

Denouncing public men who aggra- 
vated people’s uneasiness, Mr. Cos- 
grave said: ‘‘I am not aware of any 
remarkable change in the war situation 
which would justify alarming pro- 
nouncements, ‘Already many of our 
people have felt the privation arising 
oub of the war. Their sufferings are 
quite enough for them. Grave appre- 
hensions have been caused by state- 
ments made by those in authority. 
Should the crisis develop, our people 
will bear it with fortitude, trusting, as 
they have always done, in God. The 
duty of those in authority is to perfect 
their plans for such an eventuality, to 
see that the defences are manned, to 
provide the Defence Forces with the 
munitions necessary, and to avoid 

anic. More. good is accomplished by 
indicating exactly what different classes 
of citizens can do than by alarmist 
speeches.”’ 

_He criticised State and local taxa- 
tion, which, -he said, were the most 
outstanding items increasing the 
farmers’ costs. Greater demands on 
lower incomes rendered it more 
difficult for the agricultural and manu- 
facturing industries to make ends meet. 
Some advance in prices and taxation 
was inevitable, but certainly not to the 
extent to which both had soared. 
Neither individuals nor organisations 
could take steps, and while citizens 
could co-operate, it was the Govern- 
ment’s duty to undertake the re- 
sponsibility, no matter how onerous it 
might be. This country had reached a 
point where the services rendered by 
the State were excessively costly, and 
beyond their actual value. What they 
gave to the public was not a fair 
return. 

Speaking of post-war reconstruction, 
Mr. Cosgrave emphasised the import- 
ance of restoring the fertility of the 
soil, which, after years of heavy 
cropping with insufficient fertilisers, 
would need a plentiful supply . of 
manures. This was a vital necessity, 
and, even if the entire cost were to be 
borrowed by State funds, no better 
investment could be made. Large sums 
would be needed for housing and other 
public health measures. Negotiations 
must be made. with the Northern 
Government to harness the Erne. 

In conclusion, he said that the Fine 
Gael Party had played a noble part in 
the history of the State. Of no stage 
in the party’s history had they more 
reason to be proud than of its stand 
since September, 1939. 


MR. DILLON’S SPEECH 


Mr. Dillon said that he did not 
regard the future with any degree of. 
equanimity, ease, or calm, and the 
reasons for his disquiet were not pri- 
marily economic or supply questions, 
although these were grave enough. The 
reason for his anxiety was that he 
believed that at this moment an 
attempt was being made to prise the 
Irish people apart from their tradi- 
tional alliance with the American 
people. His grandfather 100 years ago 
sought refuge and asylum in America, 
and he got it. His father sought 
refuge and asylum there when he had 
no other place to go, and got it.

“I say, therefore,’’ Mr. Dillon went 
on, ‘‘that whoever attacks America is 
my enemy without reservation or

tates has been treacherously and 
feloniously attacked by Germany, Italy 
and Japan.- Those nations are, there- 
fore, my enemies, and I would to God 
they were the enemies of a United 
Irish people. 

‘** Twenty-five years ago an American 
expeditionary force came to Europe 
with the words upon their lips, 
‘Lafayette, here we come to pay back 
the debt that America owes to Vee 
for the help France gave her when 
she was fighting for her independence.’ 
What is more precious to me than any 
question of prosperity is the sovereign 
independence of the Irish nation, and 
we got it through the efforts of Mr. 
Cosgrave and his colleagues, but with 
the support of the American people. 


ALLIANCE IN DANGER 


“I say now that the United States 
stands in vital peril of its existence, 
and whatever be the consequences to 
my political career, I hope and pray 
that some day we will hear upon the 
lips of the Irish ple a similar 
message to that which inspired the 
American Expeditionary Force of, 25 
years ago. e can’t offer any more 
than we have got. It may be very 
little in the immense drama that is 
being enacted all over the world, but, 
poor as it may be, it’s all we have got,

MESSAGE TO 
DELEGATES 


“In the desolation in which this 
nation will then find itself, false friends 
from Europe may offer new friendships 
to take the place of the old, and if in 
some awful hour our people commit the 
supreme folly of accepting in exchange 
for the Ballina Irish-American 
alliance any form of co-operation from 
the Nazi-Fascist Powers of Europe, it 
will be merely the introduction to a 
development which will end in this 
country being turned into a German 
Gibraltar of the Atlantic. 

“ That is the fate I feel threatening 
us, and while I subscribe to what Mr. 
Cosgrave has said in the economic 
spnete, my message to the delegates is 
this—we in this country must cling to 
the Irish-American alliance. No ques- 
tion of safety or any other consideration 
should make us untrue to the immense 
debt we owe to the United States, and 
I say to our friends throughout the 
country that their eyes should be open 
to the dangers that beset us, and, what- 
ever and whenever they hear the sug- 
gestion made that the Americans are 
putting us in a position of embarrass- 
ment or of difficulty, let them think 
with me of their fathers and mothers 
and sisters who found safety, refuge 
and welcome in America when there 
was nowhere else they could get them, 
and, putting their hands on their hearts, 
les them answer that whatever the 
sacrifices, whatever America may want 
of us to protect her from her enemies 
she will get for the asking. If the 
do not the name of Irish friendship will 
become synonymous with disloyalty and 
treachery.’ 


CHALLENGE TO PEOPLE 


General Richard Mulcahy submitted 
that, while Fine Gael had spared 
nothing in patience or careful study of 
the situation or in criticism to help 
the Government to realise its respon- 
sibilities and see the facts of the situa- 
tion, the Government had but added 
a chapter to the story of their incom- 
petency. They had revealed the anti- 
democratic foundation of _ their 
thoughts. They had seen their failure 
to measure the steps necessary to 
provide an adequate harvest last year; 
their continued failure with regard to 
this year’s harvest; their failure in 
regard to turf transportation; the 
outrage of its price fixing, and in a 
dozen other different spheres, including 
the delay in completing the organisa- 
tion and training of the men who in 
such great numbers offered themselves 
in the Local Defence Force. 

Although the present local bodies, 
continued General Mulcahy, were 
elected more than seven years ago, no 
local elections were allowed to take 
place last year. When the Opposition 
protested they were charged with 
wanting to stir up political strife and 
bitterness in the country. Thus, one 
of the elementary functions in demo- 
cratic life was suppressed. A Govern- 
ment who acted thus was a Govern- 
ment kept in power by a party no 
longer representative of the people. In 
the Dail members of the party make 
no attempt to discuss the economic 
| problems of the country, and, in the 
face of the Government’s growing sup- 
pression of all democratic functions, 
they are silent with a disturbing and 
menacing silence. The biggest chal- 
lenge to the Irish people at the present 
time was the Government’s challenge 
to the democratic foundations of their 
institutions. This was a more subtle 
and more serious challenge to the 
people’s power of control and to their 
well-being than the open challenge of 
the I.R.A. 

““On the cther hand,” he said, ‘‘in 
many important matters Ministers had 
evacuated their seats of responsibility 
and action, and had sent the civil 
servant to do the whole of the inter- 
national work that was Ministerial in 
nature, with costly reactions to our 
economy.” 


“THE WORST YET ” 


Mr. P. Vaughan (Clare) said that 
Mr. Cosgrave had condemned alarmist 
speeches. Mr. Dillon's speeches were 
worse, far worse, than anything they 
had heard from Mr. de Valera. “He 
thinks that if we fight íor America we 
will open the back door íor England,” 
he said. ‘‘If we want to fight, for the 
Allies let us declare war on Germany 
openly, and fight for the Allies.’ 

Mr. Lyndsay (Mayo) said that if 
they had to fight they would fight for 
Ireland, not to make Ireland a German 
Gibraltar of the Atlantic or an 
American or British Gibraltar of the 
Atlantic.

In the Northern Ireland House of 
Commons, yesterday, the Minister of 
Home Affairs, Sir cabin Bates, told 
Mr. T. J. Campbell (Nationalist) that 
rather than asx cuestions about the 
treatment of Republican prisoners ‘‘ it 
would have been more appropriate if 
he had condemned that cruel and 
brutal murder of a warder.”’ 

‘‘A number of convicted prisoners 
in Belfast Prison were, recently 
punished for disobedience of orders 
and for disorderly conduct in their 
cells,” said Sir Dawson. 

‘‘Subsequently a number of them 
went c hunger strike. There were 
violent scenes, and certain obstreperous 
prisoners had to be forcibly removed 
from the windows of their cells, where 
they were creating disturbances. No 
batons were used, nor were any of the 
prisoers injured.’’ |

FRENCH SUPPLIES TO

ANGLO-U.S. CONSULTATIONS 


Mr. Dalton, Minister of Economic 
Warfare, told the House of Commons 
yesterday that Axis forces in Libya 
had received cars, lorries, wheat, wine 
and olive oil from French North 
Africa; that the British Government 
took a serious view of the matter, and 
that urgent Anglo-United States con- 
sultations are in progress. Gasolene 
and aviation spirit have also been 
reaching the Axis forces through 
Tunisia, although it is not yet possible 
to say whether these supplies were 
consigned from French North Africa 
or from Metropolitan France.

“ alarmist.’’ Unless we misread his 
speech, its suggestion is that the 
Government paints a deliberately 
black picture of the tribulations con- 
fronting Ireland—presumably, to 
serve its own interests—while it has 
done little tu encourage a state of 
real preparation for whatever may 
come. General Mulcahy was more 
specific, and even more outspoken ; 
he believes that the Government has 
made a thorough botch of its job in 
respect of everything from the wheat 
harvest and price-fixing to local 
government and the L.D.F. We 
would not be regarded as dissenting 
from many of the opinions expressed 
yesterday. It must be patent to 
everybody above the age of sixteen 
that this often mishandled country 
seldom has been mishandled as 
badly as during the past two years. 
Admittedly — and, let us add, 
contrary to our expectations— 
neutrality has been maintained, and 
for that achievement the Govern- 
ment deserves great credit—credit, 
however, which it must share with 
the Opposition parties. On the other 
hand, it has committed follies which, 
if committed. in the old days of 
party warfare, would have brought 
session after session in thunder on 
its head. Criticism, indeed, ‘as not 
been silent, but it has spoken in a 
sadly shrunken voice; and the lack 
of a truly outspoken and challengiaz 
Opposition has been sorrowfully 
manifest. 

It is hard to see how this unsatis- 
factory condition of affairs can be 
rectified without a wholesale change 
in the attitude both of Government 
and of Opposition. As matters 
stand, one of two evils must be 
endured. On the one hand, the party 
truce can be ended, and the Opposi- 
tion can be left free to speak ite 
mind, in which event most of the 
real and presumed safeguards of 
Irish neutrality are likely to dis- 
appear. On the other hand, the 
truce can be preserved, and the 
Government, immune from effective 
criticism, can continue to blunder 
onwards into an ever more tortuous 
maze of errors, mis] udgments, contra- 
dictions and belated corrections. The 
latter course, presumably, will be 


followed until its impossibility 
becomes evident; and by then, 
probably, it will be too late to 


clear up the mess. Yet all of this 
confusion could have been avoided 
two years ago if the party truce 
had been carried a stage further— 
if the parties, already united on the 
main issue, had seen fit to sink their 
mutual feelings of distrust and false 
pride and to combine in the 
formation of a proper Government. 
It is not too late even yet for this 
safutary reform; all that is needed 
is a few party conventions behind 
closed doors, followed by a nicely- 
timed meeting between the parties’ 
leaders, and a genuinely national 
Government can be in operation in 
a week. We have not yet given up 
hope that one of the great parties 
can be induced to take the first step: 
Mr. de Valera certainly could take 
it without loss of prestige, but— 
possibly, out of mistaken loyalty to 
some of his colleagues—declines 
Nevertheless, he will have to take 
it sooner or later. Unity must be 
effected between the parties if the 
growing sense of strain and dis- 
content is not to be reflected among 
the people at large. The little leaks 
in the dyke are those which cause 
the whole fabric to collapse, and Mr.

longer that the deficiencies of his 
Cabinet in regard to small matters

Libya, General Auchinleck has been 
unable so far to achieve the main 
object of his offensive—namely, to 
annihilate the “ Axis” armoured 
divisions. On the contrary, Marshal 
Rommel has seized the initiative for 
the second time; and his advanced 
forces have reached a point almost 
within striking distance of Tobruk. 
The British forces still are intact. 
‘They are tremendously strong, 
and, according to all the experts, 
they have. the assistance of 
formidable support from the air, 
What, therefore, will be the 
next move? Will the British 
stand and fight a defensive battle 
before the “ Axis ”' forces reach the 
Egyptian border, as they reached it 
last year; or will General Auchinleck 
go over once more to the offensive, 
and ‘carry the war back to the 
Tripolitanian frontier? Time alone 
will tell. 

In the meanwhile, speculation 
is busy regarding Herr Hitler's 
intentions. There is a widespread 
belief in Allied circles that the 


Fiihrer is planning a gigantic 
offensive in the spring, which 
will be based on the Mediter- 


ranean, and that a determined 
attempt will be made to capture 
the Suez Canal. Reichsmarshal 
Goering has been in Italy, where he 
has had conversations with Signor 
Mussolini and Count Ciano. He 
also has visited Sicily, where he has 
inspected the admirably organised 
aiffields, and during the last few 
weeks the number of “ Axis”’ air 
raids on Malta has increased enor- 
mously. Will the “ Axis ” forces 
launch a violent attack on North 
Africa as a preliminary to their 
spring offenSive? Presumably, the 
British High Command has taken 
every possible contingency - into 
account ; and it is possible that their 
apparent inactivity in Libya may be 
attributed to their determination to 
husband their “resources against a 
supreme trial during the next few 
months. At all events, there can 
be no doubt that both sides in Libya 
at the moment are doing their best 
to avoid a major clash between their 
mechanised forces. The campaign 
1 the Western Desert is like a 
gigantic game of chess. Territorial 
gains mean little or nothing, so long 
as they are not accompanied by the 
capture of oil and other supplies; 
but it is manifest that the British 
and “ Axis” forces alike are trying 
to gain time in preparation for the 
spring. It now has become fairly 
clear that the British Navy, in 
present circumstances, cannot pre- 
vent the reinforcement of Marshal 
Rommel’s troops across the narrows 
of the Sicilian Channel. So long as 
the Italian Fleet is prepared to 
lose a certain proportion of ships, 
the traffic across the narrows will be 
bound to continue; and so long as 
Marshal Rommel receives reinforce- 
ments he will continue to fight with 
determination. The campaign in 
the Western Desert may be regarded 
as a kind of curtain raiser for the 
spring offensive. Much depends, of 
course, on the outcome of the bitter 
fighting in Russia; but whatever 
may ‘e the result of Marshal 
Timoshenko’s remarkable counter- 
offensive, there can be small doubt 
that the ‘Asis ’’ Powers will make

For his purpose the lecturer divided 
the subject of art, especially of 
painting in France, into four periods 
corres to (1) the end of Gothic 
art; (2) the Renaissance; (3) the 

i of the new Renaissance 
Academic, and (4) the break-down of 
that Academic and the rise of what, 
for various reasons, was broadly 
described as modern, unacademic art. 
The. fifteenth century saw the decline 
of the Gothic and a transition to the 
new Renaissance corresponding with 
the overthrow of kingship and the 
development of democratic government. 
It marked the beginning of despotism 
as a system of government. 

He reminded his audience that the 
greatest period in French art was the 
thirteenth century—that was France's 
real grand siecle, compared with which 
the century of Louis Obatorsd was but 
second rate. The thirteenth century 
saw the rise of the great cathedrals, 


the wonderful stained glass, and 
sculpture. 

‘To his mind the greatest painting in 
the history of Europe was that in the 


stained glass windows at Chartres. As 
monumental art they are unequalled 
anywhere, and from the point of view 
of imagination, they rank equal if not 
superior to the greatest achievements 
of Chinese and Japanese art, not to 
speak of the naturalistic art of the 
Italian Renaissance. They transcend 
in importance practically everything 
else that survives in European history. 
France at this period was enjoying’ a 
spell of peace and they saw the rise of 
wonderful buildings that still survived. 

aris was known as the “ parens 
scientiarum"’ — the University was 
founded, the Louvre had been begun, 
and in 1163 Pope Alexander III had 
laid the foundation stone of the great 
Cathedral of Notre Dame. After them 
followed the great architectural sculp- 
tural and stained glass masterpieces of 
Chartres, Rheims, Bas and Beauvais 


HUNDRED YEARS' WAR 


But then came the Hundred Years’ 
War, when all Northern France became 
a virttfal shambles. In the end it was 
neither King nor nobles who saved 
themseives or their country, but the 
simple country girl known to-day as 
St. Jeanne d'Árc. The end of the war 
period saw the emergence of the art of 
portrait-painting and the earliest work 
of this kind was that of King John the 
Good (as he was galled). ne of th 
earliest portraits in existence, believed 
to be by Gerard of Orleans, it is 
frankly realistic and a complete break- 
away from the former elegance seen in 
the work of Jan van Eyck and. the 
Flemish School. The conditions in 
France ied artists to almost brutally 
truthful statement of fact, even when 
the subject was the Most Christian 
King himself. Here they had the be- 
ginning of that tradition of cbjective 
truth in portrait painting which, 
though with varying degrees of refine- 
ment, according to the temper of the 
times, was to continue for six hun- 
dred years. 

The lecturer showed slides of paint- 
ings by Fouquet, chief artist of the 
transition. of the Northern artists Pol 
de Limbourg, Jean Malouel, and also 
a painting believed to be by Le Maitre 
de Moulins. Fouquet, who was born 
in Tours, in the heart of France, be- 
came the best-known painter in the 
West of Europe in his time, and when 
about 25 was summoned to Rome to 
paint gp si of the Pope Eugene IV. 

Mr. McGreevy showed how, though 
there were traces of influences from 
over the frontiers, the work of these 
painters remained essentially French.

Suitable Books ! 


The recent controversy concerning 
Trinity College Library has inevit- 
ably led to discussion as to what 
books are worthy of a place in a 
great library. 

It is interesting to note that Sir 
Thomas Bodley in his own statutes 
excluded ‘‘ such books as Almanacks 
..... and Plays’’ from a place in 
the Bodleian, and Augustine Birrell 
records that in 1818 this library re- 
fused room to Ossian, the favourite 
poet of Goethe and Napoleon, and 
‘rejected as “rubbish ’’ Maria Edge- 
worth’s “ Parent’s Assistant” and 
Hannah More’s “ Sacred Dramas.”’ 

Though a Cambridge man, Birrell 
also relates how ‘‘the sister Uni- 
versity, home though she be of nearly 
every English poet worth reading.”’ 
refused to take in the ‘Siege of 
Corinth,” by Lord Byron (Harrow 
and Trinity), the “ Thanksgiving 
Ode,” by William Wordsworth 
(Hawkshead and St. John’s), the 
“Story of Rimini,’ by Leigh Hunt 
(Christ's Hospital and—Surrey 
gaol!), and, above all, Scott's 
“ Antiquary.’’ 

Birrell’s comment on the latter is 
amusing: “ ,., being probably 
disgusted to find that a book with 
so promising a title was only a 
novel.” 


The Bodleian 


Another blunder by the Bodleian 
authorities was their disposal of the 
Shakespeare First Folio in 1664, 
when the Third Folio appeared and 
was acquired by them. 

But such lapses are surely redeemed 
by the librarian’s fine gesture when 
Oliver Cromwell requested that the 
Portuguese Ambassador be allowed to 
borrow a certain manuscript. The 
librarian sent instead a manuscript 
copy of Bodley’s statutes forbidding 
loans. Far from resenting thesnub, 
the Lord Protector later presented 
twenty-two Greek manuscripts pur- 
chased by him. 

The Copyright Act of 1911 requires 
publishers of all books published in 
the United Kingdom to deliver a 
copy free of charge to the British 
Museum, and also, if demanded, to 
the Bodleian Library, Oxford;, the 
University Library, Cambridge, and 
the libraries of Trinity College, 
Dublin ; of the Faculty of Advocates, 
Edinburgh, and the National Library 
of Wales. 

It is not to be wondered at that 
the British Museum has had to find

Three weeks is not an un- 
usual period now for the laundries 
to keep clothes, and most eustomers 
have to call at the local dépéts for 
their parcels.

ing against green leaves at this 
time of the year is certainly a 
welcome novelty. But in the Botanic 
Gardens about twenty dwarf bushes 
are now laden with fruit. Un- 
fortunately, these are not edible.

The Gardens also grow 
oranges and grape fruit, but I would 
not advise anybody to put their 
hopes in the fruit shortage being 
relieved by the Dublin produce. 

These excursions into the realin of 
fruit-growing serve to indicate what 
can be done when experts are able 
to work under reasonably good 
conditions. Unfortunately, the fue} 
situation is such that there is a 
danger that the great glass-house 
containing the magnificent display 
of tropical ferns, plants and trees. 
may not get sufficient heat to enable 
them to survive. 

A more homely, but not less 
pleasing, display is that of the vivid 
yellow daffodils, nodd ng on their 
green stalks in the hot-house. [n 
a few weeks their more hardy 
companions will push their way up 
from the earth to become again the 
golden glory of the Gardens. That 
is the kind of spring offensive we 
like to see.

Only the other day a soldier all 
the way from New Zealand called at 
the Wellington Hall and asked a 


mystified worker there: “ Is this 
GI6YM?” This visitor was one of 
many who have enjoyed happy 
reunions in the Y.M.C.A. Radio 
Club with Ulster amateur radio 
enthusiasts with whom they ex- 


changed transmissions in peace-time. 

“I worked this man here in the 
old days,” an Australian remarked 
as he left the clubroom recently arm- 
in-arm with a young Ulsterman 
whose call-signal was still remem- 
bered by the overseas Service man. 

The club's apparatus is now dis- 
mantled, of course, but the enthu- 
siasts still meet, and the occasional 
visits from fellow-enthusiasts from 
the other side of the world are highly 
appreciated, I am told. 

It was once hoped that radio would 
bridge the world in understanding 
and peace. It is good to know that 
even in the midst of war some of its 
seeds of friendship are bearing fruit.

The grand old man prefaced what 
he was pleased to call hi lis account of 
the years working by making the 
customary sanctimonioug references to 
the agricultural industry. Express 
feelings of Board in noting with satis- 
faction notable if somew cS dilatory 
expansion in export of dairy produce; 
not out of piace to put on record 
Board’s confidence in farming classes 
to produce requisite amount of wheat 
to sustain country’s food supplies;

SWEET POISONING CASE 
“FRAME-UP” ALLEGED 


Allegations of a “ frame-up poisoning,” 
and attempts to extract money from the 
accused man, were made by counsel for the 
defence in the Central Criminal Court, 
Dublin, yesterday, during the cross-examina- 
tion of Private James Herron (31). 

Patrick Molloy, a postman, of Ballina- 
more, near Glenties, Co. Donegal, aged about 
50, is charged before Mr. Justice Gavan 
Duffy and a jury with the attempted murder 
of Private Herron with poisoned sweets at 
Galway on November 26 last. The sweets, 
it was alleged, were delivered by post. 

hentving to Mr. B. McGuckin, K.C. (in- 
structed by Messrs. W. Kelly and Co., Letter- 
kenny), Herron said that he shouted to the 
other soldiers in the room not to eat the 
sweets when he found the one he was eating 
had a bitter taste. 

Mr. McGuokin—There never was anything 
in your mind like a “ frame-up” poisoning? 

—Na. 

I$ is just a coincidence that because you 
got a bilter taste in your mouth you called 
out to the soldiers not to eat the sweets?— 
I Knew they were not wholesome. 

Herron admitted that in June, 1941, he 
took steps so that his wife should not get 
an allowance, but did not agree that she 
and their child “ were living on the Crags 
without a penny.” Patrick Molloy was 
supporting them. 

Mr. McGuckin—Was it to force money 
out of Patrick Molloy you went to the Army 
authorities?——No. He had taken legal steps 
for an action, claiming 22,000 damages 
against Molloy. Molloy had ‘told him that 
in order to save scandal he was prepared to 
pay £100. but the witness refused. Later 
on representations through the gergy he 


agreed to £200. 
Privates Daniel McBride, Christopher 
Gamble, Samuel Whelan and John 
McDonagh stated that when they ate some 
of the sweets they became seriously ill. 

Private William Walsh said he thought 
the parcel containing the sweets bore the 
Galway postmark. and that he could read 
the first four Jetters ‘‘ Gail.”
